ſaith Salomon, Remember thy end,that thou 
ſhalt be called to ?udgement at the laſt for all

This is the counſell of Salomon the 
wiſeſt thenliuing, whata counſell is this 
fora wiſe man, ſucha one as was Salo- 
mon? 

Inthe beginning of his book he faith, 
Allis vamtee,andin the end hefſaith, Feare 
- God and keepe his Commanndements, im the 
12. Chapter he ſaith, Remember thy maker 
in the dayes of thy youth, but here he ſaith, 
Retoyce O young man in thy youth : Here he 
ſpeakethlike an Epicure, which ſaith, cat, 
Coand be merry : here he counlelles, 
and here he mockes: yet not aftcr the 
manner of ſcorners, although they deſer- 
ueditinſhewingtheir fooliſhnes, as y is 
in the 


ſounding to Iudgement. 
in thefirſt of the Prouerbs. He laughed at 
the wicked in deriſion. As in the ſecond 
Palme, God ſeeing vs follow our owne 
wayes:For when he bids vs pray, weplay: 
and when he bidsvs runne, we ſtand ſtill: 
and when he bids vs faſt, we feaſt, &ſend 
for vanities to make vs ſporte: then he 
laughes at our deſtruion. Therfore whe 
Salomon giuethaſharpereprofe,and ma= 
kethyou aſhamed in a word, he ſcoffing- 
ly bids you doe it againe, like a Schoole- 
maiſter which beateth his Scholler for 
playing the truant, he biddeth him playe 
the truant again: O this is the bittereſt re- 
proofe of all, but leaſteany Libertine 
{ſhould miſconſter Salomon, and fay that 
he bids vsbe-merrye and make”much of 
our {clues theretore he ſhutteth it yp 
with a watchwoord, and ſetteth a bridle 
before his lips,and reprouethit as heſpea« 
kethit before he goeth any further, and 
faith : But remember that for all theſe things 
thou muſt come to Tudgement. Butif we will 
vnderſtande his meaning , he meaneth

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2epent Oy oung man in thy youth: and 
whenhe ſaith lerthy hart clicere thee, let 
thy ſinnes greeue thee: for he meaneth 
otherwiſe then he ſpeaketh, he ſpeaketh 
like Michai in the Booke of Kinges.

- Chap.Gowpand projper:or likeas Ez echicl, 
Goe vp andſerue other Gods, orasS. John 
ſpeakethin theReuelation. Ler rhe that be 
wicked, be wicked ſtill:But if there were no 
udoment day,that werea merry world: 
Thertore ſatth Salomon when thou art in 
thy pleaſures flaunting in the tecds,and 
in thy braue rufts & amoneſt thy louers, 
with thy ſmiling lookes thy wanton taik 
and merry ieſts, withthy pleaſant 2ames 
and lofty ;clookes: Remember for all theſe 
things thou ſhalt come to Indgement. 
Whilſte the theete ſtealeth, the hemp 
roweth,and the hook 1s coucred withul 
. thebaite,weſit down tacateand riſe yp 
to phay,and from play to ſleep:anda hun- 
drethyercs is counted little enough to 
{inn Ft how many ſ1ns thou haſt let on 
the ſcore, ſo many kindes of puniſhments 
ſhall be prouided tor thee: how many

yeres of pleſure thou haſt taken,ſomany 


yeeres of paine: how many drammes of 
delight,ſo many pounds of dollor: when 
iniquitie hathplaid her parte, vengeance 
leapes vpon the ſtage: the Comedye is 
ſhorte, but the Tragedieis longer: the 
blacke guarde ſhall attend vypon you,you 
ſhall eateat the table of forrowe,and the 
crowne of death ſhalbe ypon your heads, 
many gliſtring faces looking on you,and 
this 15s the feare of ſinners: when the deuil 
hath entiſed them to ſinne,he preſumeth 
like the olde Prophet in the booke of 
Kinges , who when he had entiſed the 
young prophet contrary to the comaun- 
denient of God, to turn home with him 
and to eateand drink, he curſed him for 
his labour, becauſe he diſobeycd the com 
maundement of the Loxd, and ſoa Lyon 
dcuoured him by the way. The foohſhe 
Vireins thinke that their oyle willneuer 
be ſpent : ſo Dinaſtragled abroad whalſt 
ſhe was defloured: whata thing 1s this to 
fay rcioyce,and then repeat: whata blank 
to ſayc take thy pleaſure, and then _ 
| ſhalt 
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ſhalt come to mdgement : it is as if he 
ſhould faye, ſtcale and be hanged : ſteale 
and thou dareſt, ſtrange ſinne in thy cra- 
dle,forall the wiſedome in the world wil 
not help thee elſe: but thouthaltbeinad- 
miration like dreamers which dreame 
{trangethinges and know not how th 
come:he ſaith Remember Iudgment,if thou 
remember this alwaies, then thou thalt 
hauelittle liſt ro ſinne :1t thouremember 
this, then thou ſhalt haue little liſt to fall 
downe to the deuill, though he would 
gue thee all the worlde, and the glorye 
thereof: Salomon faith, the weede grows- 
eth froma weede to a cockle,froma coc- 
kle'to a bramble, from a bramble to a 
brier, from a brier to a thorne : Lying 
breedes periury, periury breedes hauti- 
nes of hart, hautines of hart breedes con- 
rempt,contempt breedes obſtinacie, and 
bringes forth much euill. And this 1s the 
wholeproereſle of fin: he growethfrom 
alyar toa theete,froma theefe toa mur- 
therer, and nener leaneth vntill he hath 
ſcarchedalltheroomes in hell, and ycthe

js neuer ſatisfied:the more he ſinneth, the 
more he ſearcheth to finne: when he hath 
deceiued,nay he hath not deceiued thee : 
* alloone as hee hath thathedefireth, hee 
hath not that he deſireth: when he hath 
left fighting,he goeth to hghting againe : 
yetalittleandalittlemore, andſo weflir 
tro one {inne to another. While I preach, 
you heare iniquitie ingender within you, 
and will breake forth afſoone as you are 
gon: So Chriſt wept &Ieruſalem laugh- 
ed: Adambrake one, and we break ten, 
like Children whichlaughand crye, ſo as 
if wee kept aſhop of vices, now this ſin 
and then that, from one ſ{1nne to another. 


. O'remember thy end ſatth Salomon,and that 


thou muſt come to Indotment, What ſhall 


becomeof the that hath tryed themoſt, 
be condemned moſt? Retoyce O yong man 
1m thy youth, But it thou mark Salomon he 
harpes vpon one ſtring, he doubles it a- 
gaine andagaine, to ſhew vs things of his 
owneexperience, becauſe ve areſo for- 
gctfull therof in our ſelnes, like the drea- 
mer that forgettcth his dreame, and the

yncleane ſpirite, vatil we hane bumbas«

1.) mnes.andthen we archkethe Dogge that 
mmethoutofthe ſinke,and maketh e- 
uery oneas foulc as himſelte: therefore 
faith Salomon, itany one will learne the 
way to heli,let him take hispleaſure: me 
thinkesI ſce the dialogue betweene the 
fleſh and the Spurite: the worſt ſpeaketh 
firſt, and the flethe ſaith: ſouletake thine 
ca{e,cate,drinke,and goebraue, lye lofte, 
what elſe ſhou!d you doo but take your 
pleaſure, thou knoweſt what a pleaſant 
fellow haue bene vnto thee, thou know 
eſt what delight thou haſt had by my 
meanes: but the Soule commeth in, bur 
dened with that which hath bene ſpoken 
before, and ſaith, I pray thee remember 
Judgement, thou muſt giue account for 
all theſe things, for vales you repent, you 
ſhall ſurely perriſh: no ſaith the fleſh, talk 
not of ſuch graue matters, but tell me 
offine matters, of fotte bedsand pleaſant

Apes,Beares, and Puppits: for I tell thee 


i the forbidden fruit is the ſweeteſt of all

Pleafure is buta ſpurre, riches but a 
thorne , glorye but a blaſt , beautye 
bur a flower , ſinne is but an Ipo« 
crite, honye in thy mouth and *poyſon 
inthy ftomacke : thereforeletvs come a« 
gaine andaſke of Salomon in good ſooth 
whether he meancth in good carfieſt, 
when heſpake theſe words : O (faith $2- 
lomon) # is the beſt life in the worlde to goe

Tudgement, Butthis Iudgement mares all, 
it jslikea damp that purs outal the lighe,

faire thrid, thatwe muſt anſ{\vere for all, 
thatare not able to an{werefor one: why 
Salomon maketh vs fooles, andgiucth vs 
gaudes to playe withall : what then ſhall 
wenotreioyceatall?yes,thereisa godlye 
mirthand it we could hit onir, which i 1s 
called be merrycand wile: Saralaughed, 
and was reproued: : Abraham laughed and 
was notreproued. And thus much tor the 
frſtparte. 
But remember that for all theſe "OM thou

This yerſeis as it were a dialogue ha 
twixt the fleſhand the ſpirite, as the two 
counlellers, the worl(t is firſt and the fleih 
ſpeakethproudly, but the ſpirir comes in 
burdened with that which hath bene 
fi oken.
